This is the first time that such a 
measure as the one passed yesterday 
has been resorted lo since the Fifty- 
third Congress, twenty years ago. The 
occasion then was an effort to keel) 
members together to pass the Wilson 
tariff bill, which veteran members of 
the House said was abandoned after 
a month 
The resolution is based on 
a law not enforced for years, requir­ 
ing deduction of the salary for each 
day’s absence except on account of ill­ 
ness of the member or his family.

Los Angeles Produce Market 
Owing to the election, things were 
quiet on the Produce Exchange; but 
pretty active on the street, this owing 
largely to the fact that today will be 
grocers’ day, and practically all of the 
stores around town will be 
closed. 
The produce houses will remain open, 
however. 
Receipts of dried fruit have been 
increasing, and the market instead of 
going up on account of war is coming 
down. 
Apples, apricots, prunes and 
raisins have declined anywhere from 
Vt to I cent a pound, owing to the 
fact that it is impossible to ship any 
commodities out of the country. What 
is true of the dried fruits is true of 
canned products. 
Walnuts and almonds have also de­ 
clined on old stock. This is due more 
to the desire of wholesalers and job­ 
bers to reduce their stock on account 
of the new crop soon at hand. There 
are conflicting reports on the Blae of 
the walnut crop, 
some 
authorities 
claiming there is a shortage of 2,000,- 
000 pounds, while others declare there 
are that many more pounds than last 
year. 
Growers are figuring the crop 
about the same, and tho quality far 
superior and worthy of higher quota­ 
tions on this count alone.

Powers of Cities Defined by Court 


(From tho Los Angeles Financial.News.) 


For the first time the power of a city over service 
m atters connected with w ater companies has. been 
clearly defined and established by the Supreme Court 
of tho State. Tills is set forth in an opinion handed 
down this week in proceedings in certiorari to re­ 
view an order of the State Railroad Commission, 
made June IO, 1913, requiring the Title G uaranty arni 
Trust company arid the Miradero W ater com pany 
to furnish such connections and 
meters 
free 
of 
charge to the inhabitants of the city of Glendale, the 
court holding that public utilities must furnish, at 
their own expense, service connections and meters 
to consumers. Under the decision t(ic city of Glen­ 
dale may now compel the w ater companies to fur­ 
nish service connections and meters free. 
While 
stamping tile seal of approval on the principle origin­ 
ally enunciated by the Railroad 
Commission, 
the 
Supreme Court does not hold that the Commission 
has power to enforce the principle, but holds that 
such power vests in the city . of Glendale, inasmuch 
as the latter lias hot surrendered its power over 
public utilities to the Commission. 
The two water companies were charging $15 for 
water service connections and meters to each con­ 
sumer of Glendale. 
The city of Glendale believing 


it did not have power to regulate this matter, sub­ 
mitted the question to the Rail Board, which directed 
that the service connections be furnished free. An 
appeal was then taken to the Supreme Court. 
The 
water companies contended that the Commission 
had no power to regulate service matters of public 
utilities in cites of tile sixth class, in which Glendale 
belongs. 
The Supreme Court holds that such power Is clear­ 
ly' w ithin the domain of tile city. As to the principle 
of furnishing' service connections free, the Court 
holds that*“the franchise includes the duty of con­ 
veying 
to tnt: consumers. 
The inhabitants 
of the city have been given no right to use the 
streets to lay pipes. Such a use would be a private 
use. 
Making such connections without the right to 
such private use would constitute unlawful obstruc­ 
tions of the street. 
The company, therefore, does 
not perform its full duty except by laying service 
pipes to the consumers’ premises. 
There exists no 
law in the State requiring the consumer to lay such 
pipes. The power to fix rates must include the power 
to say who shall provide and pay for the meter. 
It 
is an incident of the process of fixing the rate.” 
In 
conclusion the decision declares: “It follows that 
the Railroad Commission has not yet acquired the 
power to make regulations of this character for the 
government of water companies serving the inhabit­ 
ants of the city of Glendale, and that the order 
complained of is in excess of its power and for that 
reason invalid."
